Findings of U.S. Experts. 

Lewis made his statement after 
release of a Federal Bureau of 
Mines preliminary report which 
said that the mine ventilation 
system and failure to rock-dust 
properly apparently were largely 
responsible for the blast. ; 

One hundred and nineteen men 
were killed in the explosion, the 
second worst in the history of 
Illinois mining. 

“The men should not have been 
working,” Lewis said. “The mine 
was in an explosive condition be- 
fore the miners went down.” 

Citing evidence of what he re- 
garded as lax company manage- 
ment, Lewis at a press conference 
late yesterday referred to a Post- 
Dispatch interview with Roy 
Groves Sr., veteran examiner at 
the Orient mine. 


Groves said the company grad- | 


ually had been relaxing its en- 
forcement .of safety precautions 
Before the disaster, iisting speci- 
fically five unsafe practices he 
said were in effect immediately 
before the gisaster. 

Chicago, Wilmington & Frank- 
lin Coal Co. officials declined to 
comment on Lewis’s charges or 
‘the federal report. George 
Harringten, company president, 
said-at Chicago, “I don’t want to 
get into a controversy with Mr. 
Lewis now because I haven't had 
time to fully study any of the

“The blast was 
thing. The company has just as 
big a heart as the miners and 
we feel just as bad as they do.” 
- Says Areas Were ‘Squeezing.’ 

The shaggy-browed chief of the 
miners, speaking in somber tones 
and gesturing frequently, charged 
that the company knew from 
three to five days before the blast 
occurred that three or four work- 
ing areas of the mine were 
“squeezing.” 

He explained that earth sur- 
rounding the coal seams was 
moving, compressing the coal 
walls, roof and floor of the work- 
ings and forcing into the passage- 
Ways more methane gas than 
would normally come from work- 
ing greas. 

“Unquestionably there was lax- 
ity in dealing with this situation, 
and this laxity advanced the ex- 
plosion,” Lewis declared. “The 
situation was sufficiently serious 
to have kept the men out of these 
areas until steps could be taken 
to provide for their safety. 

“These steps were not taken. 
The manner in which the gas was 
ignited is unimportant. The ex- 
plosion was preventable.” 
| a Human Failure’ 

_ Casting forth one of his rolling 
Phrases, he said: “Great events 
cast their shadows before, and so 
do explosioris. On those occasions 
when explosions occur there 
usually has been a human failure. 
But proper precautions with ex- 
penditure of some money can

WASHINGTON, Dec. 29 (AP)— 
Senator Moody (Dem.), Michigan, 
Says persons on both ends of any 
brive involving the Government 
should go to jail. He plans to 
sponsor a bill-on it as soon as 
Congress goes back to work. 
“The briber and the bribed are 
equally guilty,” Moody said in a 
statement last night. “They should 
be put away in the same jail.” 
Moody said he would joint Sen- 
ator Monroney (Dem.), Oklahoma, 
in an “anti-corruption” bill, which 
would substitute mandatory jail 
terms for fines. 

The proposal Was described as 
an outgrowth of the inquiry into 
income tax scandals and charges 
of influence on Governnient 
loans. 


REDS ARREST YANK IN AUSTRIA 
FOR SAYING MERRY CHRISTMAS 


He Is: Freed After Interpreter 
Explains Greeting Wasn’t Meant 
to Be Offensive. 
VIENNA, Dec. 29 (UP)—An 
American soldier who wished a 
Russian army check point guard 
a merry Christmas was arrested 
by the Reds and held for two 
hours, the United States Army 

announced today. 

Cpl. Donald Putt of High Point, 
N:.C., a member of the 796th Mili- 
tary Police Battalion, was travel- 
ing to Vienna on a civilian train 
Dec. 27. He was picked up by Red 
army guards who were made sus- 
picious by his un-Marxist greet- 
ing, the Army said. 

Putt was turned over to the 
American army only after an in- 
terpreter explained to the Reds 
that the soldier’s greeting was 
not meant to be offensive, the 
Army said.

Blaze Believed Caused by 
Defective Oil Stove. — 
Father Burned in Ef- 


forts to Save Her. 


Vicki Lorraine McIntosh, 10- 
month-old daughter of Mr. and 
Mrs. Henry McIntosh, was burned 


to death early today in a fire 
that apparently started in a de- 
fective oil stove in the MclIn- 
tosh home at 1306 North Eleventh 
street, East St: Louis, 

Thedather was burned 
about the hands, face and upper 
part of the body in frantic ef- 
forts to reach the child. He was 
in serigus condition today at St. 
Mary’s Hospital suffering from 
first- and second-degree burns. 

The child was sleeping in a 
crib in the front room about three 
feet from the stove. Mr. and 
Mrs. McIntosh and two young 
sons of Mrs. McIntosh by a pre- 
vious marriage were occupying the 
middle room of the three-room 
frame cottage. The rest of the 
family escaped by a rear door 
but the flames were so intense 
in the frant room that rescue of 
the baby was impossible. 

Assistant Fire Chief James 
Groce recovered the baby’s body 
by entering the rear doof and 
crawling along the floor to the 
front room. In the course of the 
effort he was struck in the face 
by a stream from a hose line 
which blackened both his eyes. 
Firemen, fighting the blaze for a 
hour and 40 minutes, confined the 
flames to the front room. 

Groce said there had been a 
leak in the tubing leading from 
the stove tank to the burner. A 
tin can had been placed under 
the leak to catch the dripping oil. 
It is believed the stove may have 
become overheated, igniting fumes 
from the oil in the can. °

EDDING AIR BASE, Germany, 
Dec. 29 (AP)—Four American 
flyers ransomed from Hungary 
for $120,000 told a story tonight 
of their ceaseless . interrogation 
by Hungarian and Russian -offi- 
cers but said they were not phys- 
ically mistreated. 

The airmen were held 3 days 
in solitary confinement, they said, 
but their food was substantial and 


their quarters were fairly com- 
fortable. 


They told a news conference 
at their home air base here that 
both Soviet and Hungarian offi- 
cers attempted to get military 
information from them, but they 
were cautioned by.an Air Force 
officer attending the conference 


announcement with a warning 
obviously aimed at the whole 
Communist bloc, that reaction to 
similar incidents in the future 
may be much harsher. 

Steps Taken by United States. 


Acheson announced the United |

Not Accused as Spies. 

All four men said at no time 
were they accused by their cap- 
tors of being spies. They said 
questioning centered continually 


about the extra parachutes in 


their transport plane, blankets, 
and a “Gibson girl” radio which 
is normal equipment for sending 
out S.O.S. signals when an air- 
craft is forced down at sea. The 
Gibson girl can send nothing ex- 
cept S.O.S. signals.

Klaus told reporters 
he was extremely interested in 
the airmen’s story because “any 
future action by the United States 
against Hungary or anybody else 
responsible, I assume, depends on 
what these boys have to say.” 

Captain Nervous. 

Capt. Dave H. Henderson, 32 
years old, of Shawnee, Okla., com- 
mandcr on the fateful flight Nov. 
19, nervously fumbled with a 
typewritten sheet as he gave the 
formal account of the misadven- 
ae  .

DESTROYER READY 
FOR CHRISTENING

CAMDEN, N. J., Dec. 29 (AP) 
—The largest destroyer ever built 
by any navy was in final shape 
for christening today. 

The 5500-ton Norfolk is the first 


of a new line of destroyer lead- 
ers. Built by the New York Ship- 
building Corp., it is scheduled. to 
join the fleet by next August. 

When the Norfolk was ordered 
late in 1948, it was classified as 
a light cruiser, with the word 

the of- 
ficial listing was changed a 
construction, the Norfolk w 
carry every submarine detecting 
and destroying device known to 
American naval science. 

Its displacement is only a few 

tons less than nine ships the 
United States Navy classifies as 
light anti-aircraft cruisers. Its 
540-foot length makes it as long 
as these cruisers and it will be 
two feet wider. 
The Navy has kept its plans 
for the Norfolk pretty much un- 
der wraps, but it is known it will 
cost $44,000,000 exclusive of the 
guns and the many special weap- 
ons it will carry.

Pentagon Leaders Appear

WASHINGTON, Dee. 29 (AP) 
President Truman, back from 
a Christmas visit to his Missouri 


home, juggled a heavy load of 
top-priority problems today, one 


reportedly concerning next year's 
military budget. 

Military and mobilization offi- 
cials showed him their recom- 
mendations for national defense 
spending at a 45-minute White 
House meeting yesterday. They 
came away looking a bit glum. 

A hastily called Pentagon meet- 
ing of Secretary of Defense 
Lovett and his budget experts 
followed immediately. 


This gave rise to speculation 
that total estimates for the needs 
of the armed forces—and for re- 
lated items like foreign aid— 


might have run into presidential 
resistance. 

If a downward revision is in 
order, Truman would need it 
shortly to get it into the over-all 
national budget, due on Capitol 
Hill early next month. Other- 
wise, he probably would be com- 
pelled to use the method of last 
year, when the military requests 
were submitted in detail some 
time after the national budget 
was sent to Congress. 

Representative Mahon (Dem.), 
Texas, chairman of the House 
Military Appropriations Commit- 
tee, said early this week he 
thought the armed forces would 
need about 50 billion dollars for 
the year starting next July. 

Budget problems were not the 
President's only concern. He still 
is searching for a method to carry 
out a drastic crackdown on 
wrong-doers in government. 


A threatened steel strike was 
another matter of major impor- 
tance confronting the. President. 

Together with these front-rank 
problems, Truman is working into 
final shape his State of the Union 


and economic messages which, 
with the budget, go to Con- 
gress early in January. 


* R. Adm. R. E. Libby said the 
Communists “grudgingly” agreed 
to supply. infermation on all U.N. 
and South Korean soldiers they 
have captured. In return, the 
U.N. allies. will give the Reds 
further data on the list of Red 
prisoners turned over to the Cem- 
munists Dec, 18. 

The Communists indicated that 
many of the 50,000 prisoners the 
U.N. says the Reds reported cap- 
turing but failed to list on their 
official prisoner roster were re- 
leased at the front and their 
mames were not recorded. Most 
of the 50,000 were South Koreans. 

Libby said the U.N. is not too 
hopeful that thé Reds will supply 
much additional information “but 
at least we got our foot in the 
oor.” 

Nuckols told correspondents 
the U.N. command decided to 
take. a “calculated risk” that 
ground inspection would detect 
whether the Reds were building 
up military air bases in North 
Korea. 
No Argument on Three Points. 
| Truce negotiators already have 
agreed in principle on three 
points of the six-point compro- 
mise proposal offered today.

Development of a_ synthetic 
chemical which is said to be 100 
to 1000 times as effective in im- 
proving soil structure as compost 
or manures was announced today 
by Monsanto Chemical Co. 


The new product has so many 
varied and far-reaching poten- 
tialities it is viewed as a major 
contribution to soil science and 
the key to a new field for the 
chemical industry. 


The synthetic chemical, a resin, 
is called krilium. Monsanto said 
it improves crop yields in poor 
soil by stabilizing the clusters of 
primary particles and enlarging 
the pore spaces between clusters, 
giving plant roots better access 
to air and water. The conditioner 
makes sticky soil more workable,

Certain gums are plentiful in 
good topsoil but scarce in clay 
and silt soils found in many areas 
throughout the United States. 
These natural gums create good 
soil structure by cementing pri- 
mary particles of earth into wa- 
ter-stable aggregates, or clusters, 
ranging in sizé from that of a 
pinhead to a pea. They are formed 
by decomposition of organic mat- 
ter, but themselves are rapidly 
decomposed by soil bacteria, the 
short life cycle making it neces- 
sary to add large quantities of 
manures, composts and the like. 

Krilium is a synthetic substi- 
tute for the natural organic mat- 
ter. In structure-improving pow- 
er, one pound of the chemical 
seems equivalent to the natural 
gums produced by 100 to 1000 
pounds of manures or plant res- 
idues, Monsanto reported. The 
chemical is said to double, some- 
times triple, soil aggregation. It 
works fast—formation of clay ag- 
gregates is observable within 24 
hours of treatment—yet appears 
to retain its power to resist de- 
composition at least 10 times as 
long as the natural organic mat- 
ter. 

Primary Effect of Chemical. 

Primary effect of the synthetic 
is to form and stabilize soil aggre- 
gates against the dispersing action 
of water, In doing this, chemists 
reported, krilium affords these 
additional advantages: 

Aeration, the process by which 
plant roots obtain oxygen and 
utilize nutrients, is greatly in- 
creased; water infiltration is im- 
proved as much as 300 per cent; 
loss of water through drainage is 
reduced 30 per cent or more, and 
capacity to hold water against 
evaporation is stepped up by re- 
duction of cracks and fissures in 
the soil.

Tried in Greenhouses. 

Five greenhouse operators in 
the St. Louis area tried the con- 
ditioner last summer, mixing 
krilium into soil before planting 
chrysanthemums and varied pot 
plants.

While krilium improves inferior 
soils, it does not necessarily 
benefit soils of excellent struc- 
ture. It is not a fertilizer, but 
makes possible better use of the 
nutrients provided by fertilizers. 

Spread in Powder Form. 

In gardening and _ farming, 
krilium is spread on the surface 
as a free-flowing white powder, 
then mixed thoroughly into the 
soil to desired depth by means of 
a disk, rotary tiller or hand im- 
plement. Amount of’ conditioner 
needed varies; in home garden- 
ing, about 50 pounds per acre is 
advisable. 

Just how deep krilium pene- 
trates the soil is not yet known. 
Nor has it been determined how 
long its effects last. Monsanto 
said the granular structure of soil 
treated in laboratory tests has 
been maintained for two and one- 
half years. 

Tests in tobacco and alfalfa 
fields indicated that addition of 
one pound of chemical per acre 
reduced erosion of topsoil by 95 
per cent, chemists reported. 

Krilium is said to be particu- 
larly effective in controlling rain 
erosion. It forms a film on the 
surface of the ground which lets 
rain filter in, but prevents ero- 
sion during the period necessary 
for establishment of a permanent 
cover crop. 

Krilium, grass seed and fer- 
tilizer can be applied to slopes 
and freshly graded areas in a 
single operation by means of a 
water spray, or can be dusted 
simultaneously by mechanical 
spreader, about one pound of the 
chemical being used for every 
100 square feet to be treated. 

No Harm to Grass. 

The chemical does: not hurt 
grass, and usually enhances its 
growth, tests indicated. 

Developing proper test meth- | 
ods was a problem in itself. When | 
the addition to Lambert-St. Louis 
Field was being graded last year, 
Mohsanto started tests on a slope 
there. Certain plots were treated 
with krilium, others were seeded 
to grass and given the chemical 
application, and still others’ were 
left untreated. In a month’s time 
the untreated plots showed 
marked erosion, while those to 
which krilium had been applied 
remained unusually stable. 

Only the plots that had been 
seeded and treated stood up 
through the winter, however. 
From this the experimenters 
learned that krilium supplements 
but does not replace seeding. 
They also learned that an entire 
slope, and not just the lower 
part, must be treated if erosion 
is to be controlled. 

Use on Baseball Diamond. 

Base paths of the Dayton In- 
dians baseball diamond were 
treated with the conditioner last 
summer, and observers said im- 
provement in workability and 
ball-bounce characteristics re-_ 
sulted. The looser ground struc- 
ture was better for running and 
sliding, it was reported, and the 
infield dried faster after a rain, 
permitting the playing of games 
that otherwise would have been 


called because of wet grounds.

Raw Material for Krilium. 

The raw material for krilium 
is acrilonitrile, made from acety- 
lene and hydrocyanic acid. This 
material also goes into acrilan, a 
new synthetic fiber which Mon- 
santo will produce in a large 
plant being erected at Texas City, 
Tex, Plans, for the plant have 
been modified and some of the 
raw material will be diverted to 
krilium. 

The new plant is to go into 
operation in the latter part of 
1952. Production of krilium next 
year will be on a small scale— 
250,000 to 500,000 pounds—with 
most of the output to be used for 
testing. Monsanto hopes to get 
into large-scale commercial pro- 
duction in 1953. 

The synthetic chemical will sell 
for “something less than $2 per 
pound.” The company says one 
pound of krilium is equivalent to 
200 pounds of peat moss, which 
retails for 4 cents per pound, or 
to 500 pounds of commercial com- 
post, nr sells for 24% cents 
per po 

Krilium has one drawback: it 
induces better growth of weeds as 
well as of plants; But Monsanto 
sells weed-killing chemicals, too,

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Against More Service Cars 
TO the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


“There is one sure way to completely 
démoralize public transportation in St. 
Louis—for the Board df Public Service 
to*allow the operation of 300 more serv- 
ice cars on our streets. Some clear 
thinking is needed on this subject re- 
gardless of the present feelings toward 
the St. Louis Public Senvice Co. 

Judging by past performances, the 
service car proposal will result in skim- 
ming off the cream of the traffic, traf- 

ic now profitable to the Public Serv- 
i¢e.Co., and traffic that is supporting 
its area-wide services, many of which 
are running at a loss. 

* The service cars will be scheduled to 
run only as far as points such as Grand 
and Gravois. They will not issue trans- 
fers. They will run in sufficient num- 
bers to keep well-loaded all day long, 
without the extra or tripper cars 
needed to handle the heavy but unbal- 
anced rush-hour traffic. 

They will probably keep just ahead 
of the Public Service vehicles to assure 
picking up full loads, and then race 
enward. This may be well and good 
for a few favored persons, but it is not 
public transportation of a responsible 
sort. 

Under Public Service’s proposed 
tariffs one will be able to ride through- 
out<an area at least twice as large as 
that to be served by the service cars 
for 17 cents. If two service cars must be 
used, even in the more restricted area 
they propose to serve, the cost will be 
20 cents. Certainly this is no great 
bargain. 

Public Service operates many light 
lines at a loss. It will never be able to 
make these lines profitable under any 
possible rate of fare that might be 
charged. These lines bring service to 
within one-fourth ye of 96 per t 
of the inhabited area of St. Louis. Just. 
how well will the service cars do in’ 

. this respect? 

. Many people regard the heavy rush 
hour traffic as being immensely prof- 
itable. They neglect to consider that 
gis traffic is néarly all in one diree- 
jon; that over two thirds of Public 
Service’s vehicles make only two to 
four trips a day handling this traffic, 
and that the company must pay a mini- 
mum of seven hours’ pay for operators 
whose revenue-producing time is as lit- 
tle as an-hour-and-a-half. 

' Furthermore, the rush hour traffic is 
' Jargely long-haul traffic, and unlike the 
middie-of-the-day traffic, one seat can- 
mot serve two or three persons from 
one end of a line to another.

- “As you know, Democracy in Mis- 
souri has been under a cloud for some 
time and this is a golden opportunity

Churchill and a Miracle 
“It was only natural that Winston Churchill 
should have desired to mark his return to power 
with some dramatic, far-reaching action, a 
- political near-miracle which would lift Britain 
and the world out of the slough of despond— 
or at least create the firm hope of surcease from 
the gnawing fear of war and all its attendant 
frustrations. | 

Such a golden design shaped itself rather 
clearly in the Prime Minister’s mind. He 
would, first of all, seek to restore the intimate 
wartime relationship of No. 10 Downing Street 
and the White House. Then, there: would be a 
meeting of President Truman and himself with 
Joseph Stalin. And that would bring back the 
days when Russia, Britain and the United States 
were working together reasonably well. 

So Mr. Churchill;-aecompanied by Anthony 
Eden, will be in Washington next week. But 
already his design is tarnished. He has not been 
invited to stay with Mr. Truman as he lived 
with the Roosevelts in the White House. Instead, 
he will have to take up residence formally at 
the British Embassy. Many other little signs 
indicate that there will be no renewal of the old 
warmth, no big ideas exchanged over small 
brandy glasses. ) 

As for the biggest idea of all, -the meeting 
with Stalin, Mr. Truman has made his disap- 
proval so clear that Mr. Churchill may not even 
mention the subject. 

. * . 


In short, the Prime Minister is up against the 
disillusioning prospect that there will be no 
near-miracle in Washington. And in his dogged 
way, he has made his adjustments. He made 
a radio speech to the British people, warning 
them not to expect the United States to solve 
Great Britain’s economic problems. Instead of 
asking for more American dollars, interest 
would first be paid on those already borrowed. 

This was, of course, a shrewd gesture toward 
debt-conscious Americans. It helps. But it is 
hardiv enough to bring about that near-miracle. 
Mr. Truman's mind just does not work like Mr. 
Churchill’s or even Mr. Roosevelt’s. 


For example, one thing which disturbs both 
Mr. Churchill and Mr. Eden is the network of 
committees and subcommittees brought into be- 
ing to direct the various aspects of the Western 
alliance. Hundreds of governmental represen- 
tatives show up for such international meetings 
as those held recently in Paris and Rome. The 
meetings are more like public debates than a 
gathering of a few powerful statesmen. 

But Mr. Truman’s taste does not run toward 
diplomacy in the grand manner. Pretty clearly, 
he is going to insist that United States policy 
be shaped by Secretary of State Acheson, Sec- 
retary of Defense Lovett, Averall Harriman and 
other deputies in association with their opposite 
numbers in the other NATO countries. And it 
is questionable, anyway, whether decisions can 
be made in peacetime as they were in war by a 
few men. 


While Mr. Churchill will be pressing for 
clearer understanding between London and 
Washington as well as for more direct lines of 
decision, the pressure will be on him for greater 
participation by Britain in the integration of 
Europe, economic and military. He will have to 
defend Britain’s commitments to the Common- 
wealth while being urged to make greater com- 
mitments to the Continent. Iran and Egypt, 
Korea and Red China will not be seen through 
the same pair of spectacles. There will be 
other differences, divergences of national inter- 
es| ranging down to the make of a rifle.

But there jis no point in pretending that such 
differences do not exist and then letting them 
fester like untended wounds. It is better to get 
them out into the middle of the table and then 
to stack them up against all the big, vital inter- 
ests which Great Britain and the United States 
do have in common. 

There are inevitable differences in the pres- 
sures on the British and American governments 
and the urgencies of their economies. It is to 
be hoped that the Churchill-Truman conversa- 
tions will not be so stiff and so formal that these 
cannot be explored. If they are understood a 
little better, there will be a better chance to 
distinguish between goals which are possible 
and those which are impossible. Above all, 
there will be an increase of that mutual -confi- 
dence which is the foundation of great accom- 
plishments. That might be more valuable than 
a near-miracle.

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Marshall Plan Balance Sheet 


The Marshall plan ‘and thé Economic Co- 
operation Administration have formally gone 
out of business, It is appropriate to cast up a 
balance sheet. ! 

What did the United States get for the 13 
billion. dollars it poured into Europe between 
1948 and 1951? Secretary of State George C. 
Marshall set the goal in his speech at Harvard 
University in June of 1947: | 


Our policy is directed not against any 
country or doctrine but against hunger, 
poverty, desperation and chaos. Its purpose 
should be the revival of a working economy 
in the world so as to permit the emergence 
of political and social: conditions 4n which 
free institutions can exist. 

There is no question that these goals have 
been achieved. Europe’s economy has recovered 
its prewar productive capacity. Its free institu- 
tions exist. Hunger, poverty, desperation and 
chaos have been held at bay. 


But though Europe has recovered, though it 
now has a “working economy,” one other goal 
of the Marshall plan remains to be achieved. 
“Any assistance that this Government may ren- 
der in the future,” said Secretary Marshall in 
1947, “should provide a cure rather than a mere 
palliative.” And it must be confessed that the 
cure for Europe’s economic difficulties has not 
yet been found. Europe still cannot maintain 
its prewar standard of living without dollar aid. 

Why not? Partly because the cold war has 
prevented the resumption of normal trade be- 
tween Eastern and Western Europe. Partly be- 
cause the menace of Soviet military power has 
made necessary a rearmament program which 
cuts into the share of European production 
available for civilian consumption. Partly be- 
cause Europe has not progressed fast enough in 
raising its productivity and improving its peo- 
ple’s purchasing power. And partly because 
inflation in the United States has worsened the 
terms on which Europe trades with the world. 


Yet Europe’s economic welfare remains, as it 
was in 1947, a vital interest of the United States. 
We cannot turn our backs on Europe, yet we 
must seek solutions that will permit a gradual 
reduction of dollar aid. 


No single panacea, can meet the situation. But 
the outlines of a policy can be discerned in the 
causes of Europe's continued difficulties. 

We must seek a great increase in European 
production and in the: welfare of the average 
man—hence the importance of such steps toward 
economic unification as the Schuman plan. We 
must seek to establish conditions in which the 
economic warfare between the Soviet zone and 
the West can be brought to an end. We must 
seek a defense posture that will permit an ulti- 
mate reduction of the share of output required 
for armaments, 

Finally we must seek a degree of economic 
stability in America under which Europe can 
earn the dollars it needs for a thriving inter- 
national trade. 


Strike Postponed 

A two-day respite from a possible steel strike 
is not much, but President Truman hopes that 
the United Steel Workers convention Jan. 3 will 
extend the respite, and circumstances suggest 
that the hope is well founded. 


The convention will act on the basis of recom- 
mendations submitted by President Philip Mur- 
ray and the wage policy committee. It seems 
likely that the committee, having postponed the 
strike until the convention meets, would recom- 
mend a further postponement at least until the 
Wage Stabilization Board proposes a settlement. 
Certainly that is the only course consistent with 
the responsibility which the union and the com- 
panies share for an uninterrupted defense effort. 

In all fairness it should be noted that the 
companies have been conducting something like 
a strike of their own.

The Illinois mining laws are a patch- 
work of amendments on an original act 
that is now very old. As a result the gen- 
eral mining laws are in many respects 
ambiguous, obsolete, or both. The safety 
provisions need clarification and strength- 
ening in many respects. I think.we should 
do by law as well as by administration 
whatever we can within reason to mini- 
mize fatalities and injuries in the coal 
mines, 

Currently our safety record is very good. 
But that. situation could be sharply altered 
at any moment, and I have sought to mini- 


mize that danger by improving our admin-" 


istrative and legal 
setup. In the last 
session I recom- 
mended and the Leg- 
islature enacted a 
reorganization of the 
Department of Mines 
and Minerals.

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Gun Around the Corner 

Some very fine points of judgment will be 
Involved in the choice of corners to shoot ‘round. 
Aimed ‘round the right corners, the new curved 
barrel which the Detroit Arsenal has developed 
for use on a sub-machine gun should hit the 
spot. A proper corner would seem to be one 
which a person pursued had been driven into. 
For every proper corner,. however, there are 
likely to- be as many as a half-dozen wrong 
corners for firing around. 

A corner that has been cut or trimmed would 
obviously be a total loss for shooting purposes, 
as nobody would be there. It would be even 
worse shooting ‘round a corner that had been 
turned, for not only would no one be there—the 
person who had just been there had, by defini- 
tion, got out of harm’s way. To shoot ‘round 
the corner that is being brightened where one is 
would be cruel indeed, if not a downright .con- 
tradiction in terms. And to-shoot around the 
corner which, during unprosperous times, pros- 
perity.is just around, would be as bad‘as killing 
the goose that laid the golden egg, and do it 
before the golden egg was laid. Ss 

Idle it would be to shoot round the corner 
the wind sits in. As a corollary, there are cor- 
ners all over St. Louis, as every native St. 
Louisan knows, which, in the still heat of sum- 
mer, there is a breeze just around—and goodness 
knows no one wants any firing around those 
corners. 

The round-the-corner-shooting sub-machine 
gun will have its purposes, we do not doubt, if 
those: who shoot it pick their corners carefully. 
Those who pick a wrong corner, we presume, 
will simply have to be made to go and stand 


Jan. 3, I said: 


“An important segment of our stat- 
utes which needs to be thoroughly 
revised and modernized is the coal 
mining code.

Hence I am unable to make good my 
promise to present such legislation at this 
session. I hope the industry will bring 
in such further safety legislation as it can 
agree upon at this session. If that is im- 
possible I hope and have asked in the 
attached letter that the industry prepare 
a comprehensive legislative program for 
the next session. 

I suggest that the work which has been 
so painstakingly done could well serve 
as a basis f& their consideration. The 
Administration stands ready to assist them 
in any way. I will continue to press for 
the enactmentin Illinois of adequate safety 
legislation to minimize the danger of in- 
‘Juries and loss. of lives in our coal mines.

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LIKE THE LITTLE SPINSTER, my mother was 
quiet and gentle, too, a woman incapable of vio- 
lence, but she was killed by violence on the high- 
way. She had lived to a good age, 79, in peace and 
quiet, and at the end of that life of tranquility and 
calm, she was fatally injured in a hideous automo- 
bile accident. 

Perhaps “murdered” is the better word for what 
happened to my mother; it was an accident without 
rhyme or reason—one of those senseless disasters 


that clutter our highways with dead and dying, - 


with the wreckage of lives as well as of cars. And 
which, for some self-destroying reason, we as a 
nation dismiss without a second thought. The 
killed are transmuted into statistics, nothing more. 
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MY MOTHER WAS RIDING in an automobile 
which was hit broadside by a speeding car in 
California on Good Friday of this year. The driver 
of the car in which mother was a passenger was 
killed instantly. His wife was so frightfully injured 
that she will be an invalid the rest of her life. 

Mama—she never wanted us children to call her 
anything else—was nearer dead than alive when 
she was taken to the Woodland Clinic at Woodland, 
Calif. She was blood-soaked and her clothing had 
to be cut from her battered body.

IT. ISN’T NICE to read about, is it? It wasn’t 
nice for her two daughters or her son to hear or 
see, either. Mama was always so pretty; age never 
really affected her lovely skin and her big blue 
eyes. And her snow-white hair only served like a 
silver crown to us. 

But by the time we reached her, the silver hair 
had been shaved away from her face and there 
were 20 stitches in her scalp. And her pretty face— 
well, glasses cut when they are shattered. 

New drugs—the miracle ones—kept Mama alive 
for 14 weeks after the accident. That is, they kept 
the body alive. Mama never regained consciousness. 
Our only consolation was the fact that she never 
suffered and, as far as we could reconstruct the 
accident, never knew what struck her down—so 
that even for a split second, we hope, she never 
shrank in terror from the impending crash, never 
knew fear at the end of a long and happy Iliffe. 
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THIS IS THE FIRST TIME I have been able to 
write about Mama since she died last June, or 
discuss the accident. 

I can’t quite explain how, but I feel I owed it to 
the quiet, gentle little spinster who was the mil- 
lionth victim. Mama, so quiet and gentle, was one 
of the million, one of the final thousands to make 
that hideous, horrible, appalling total. 

I would like to think that the story of the little 
spinster and of Mama might spare some of the 
second million. I long to think so, but I do not have 
much hope.

After 
that, South could not dispose of 
all three losers in hearts and 
clubs and so ended up with a one- 
trick set which cost his side 400 
points. His heart-rending moan 
was of course due to the fact that 
he had had a sure trick—dummy’s 
spade king—ruffed away from 
him. 


In view of West’s huge leap 
to four spades on a suit headed 
by no better than the Q-J and in 
further view of East’s double of 
five diamonds, South had neither 
right nor reason to be shocked at 
losing the spade king to a ruff. 
What’s more, it was his own fault, 
exclusively, that the loss occurred! 
No one twisted South’s arm to 
make him play a spade honor 
from dummy on West’s queen! 
The right play, very obviously, 
was to let West win the first 
trick by ducking in dummy, even 
though South himself had a sin- 
gleton. Then, whether or not 
East followed suit to this trick, 
South could also duck the spade 
continuation (if it came), ruffing 
the lead in his own hand and 
thereby preserving dummy’s A-K 
of spades for highly useful dis- 
cards. Surely it would not be 
any great feat, after playing cor- 
rectly to the first two tricks, to 
cash the ace and king of diamonds 
and enter dummy with a third 
round in order to discard two 
losers on the top spades. 


Dried Fruits 
Find Favor 
On the Menu 


By Edith M. Barber 


RUNES and apricots, and come 
Pi. think about it, figs and 

raisins, have individual char- 
acteristics that make them quite 
different from the fresh fruits 
from which they are prepared. 
Some persons prefer them in 
dried form, and we all appreciate 
the convenience of being able to 
keep them on hand in the pantry. 


Unlike many other processed 
foods, the price of the dried 
fruits is often lower than that 
asked for fresh products with the 
problems of transportations and 
refrigeration. The most glaring 
example of this is in the case of 
figs. Fresh figs, excepting on 
their home grounds, are a luxury 
item. 

Fresh apricots in their season, 
are seldom cheap. In many 
households, a bowl of stewed 
prunes or apricots is kept on 
hand to serve either asa break- 
fast fruit or as a luncheon des- 
sert. Occasionally, we will use 
a combination of dried fruits in 
this way 

Seana dried fruits have such 
a definite flavor, we like them 
particularly well in this form as 
a flavoring for desserts. Among 
these, perhaps the favorite is 
Prune Souffle. The sieved, cooked 
fruit is folded into the beaten egg 
whites into which a_ certain 
amoum of sugar has been added, 
and then baked or steamed in a 
double boiler. 

Neither prunes nor apricots 
need a long soaking but time of 
cooking will be cut down slightly 
if they are soaked for an hour 
or two. A pound of either fruit 
will need about four cups of wa- 
ter for soaking and cooking in 
the same water. If kept covered 
during cooking the liquid will not 
evaporate too much. Prunes will 
seldom need any additional su- 
gar. Apricots that have a more 
acid flavor will be sweetened well 
through the fruit. If fruit is to 
be stuffed, it should be steamed 
without water in a double boiler 
and, naturally, soaking will be 
omitted. 

Skewered Prunes. 

Steam prunes in double boiler 
until almost tender. Pit and stuff 
with drained crushed pineapple 
or with pieces of cut pineapple 
or rings. Place two or three 
prunes on each skewer, wrap in 
a slice of bacon and broil until 
bacon is lightly browned. Turn 
once. Serve with roast duck or 
roast pork.

Still maintaining the tension in 
your feet and legs, pull in your 
abdominal and hip muscles. Keep- 
ing a vise-like grip on all body 
muscles, clamp your jaw and 
purse your lips. Silently count 
a slow three and gradually release 
the tension you've created from 
your feet upward to your jaw. 

Now, erase all tension—go limp 
as a rag doll and rest quietly for 
another five minutes—you'll get

life -any more difficult for Mr. 
Kennan than they have for any 
other Ambassador we have had in 
Moscow. For that matter, he 
won't be any more uncomfortable 
than any other Ambassador from 
any other country except such as 
are either completely under 
Kremlin domination or those 
whom they hope to win over in 
the near future.

I AM MORE AND MORE CON- 
VINCED of one thing, and that is 
that wherever the Soviets direct 
the policy nothing is gained at 
any time by trying to be concilia- 
tory. We should always be scru- 
pulously fair and just. Where 
they make offers of any kind we 
should be prepared to meet them. 
But it is rare indeed that an offer 
made by us, which can possibly 
be construed by them to mean an 
uncertainty or a weakness in our 
position, will bring us any kind 
of concession or agreement on 
their part. 

The pattern of the Korean re- 
sistance should teach us what the 
pattern of all dealings with the 
Soviet Union is going to be. 

Whenever we concede some- 
thing their reaction is to demand 
something more. When we take 
a firm stand on any point they 
refuse at first and then just be- 
fore they think our patience is 
exhausted they concede some- 
thing. That is the way I think 
all dealings with the Russians are 
going to be like for a long time. 

We are an impatient people; 
we do not like things hanging in 
midair; we want them finished 
one way or the other. But since 
the alternative to playing this 
waiting game seems to be an all- 
out war, I think we are going to 
learn a great deal of, self-control 
in the next few Years.

We would like to see ev- 
erything, no matter how compli- 
cated, settled around a confer- 
ence table. That will not happen, 
however, until the men who sit 
around that table know that each 
one there will say what he really 
means, that he isn’t bluffing, that 
he isn’t being diplomatic, that he 
has consulted with his allies and 
that what he says is the truth 
and must be accepted at its face 
value. 

There can then be negotiations 
because everyone knows just 
where the other person stands, 
and there won’t be any doubt 
that what has been agreed upon 
is going to be lived up to.
